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Scotland Is Vast Proving Ground for British Arm 


Rumors Thrive in Cities 
Of Great Instruments of 
Destruction Being Tested 


By DREW MIDDLETON 
WITH THE SCOTTISH COMMAND, July 10.—(AP)— 
Locked in the fastness of the highlands and hidden in the 
valleys of the lowlands the British army is training the suc- 
cessors to the famed Scots divisions of the First Great War 
and the 51st Highland Division of this war which almost 
was wiped out in France and Flanders. 


Scotland holds more secrets ‘ 


than the training of these divi- 
sions, however. Its western coast 
has become a vast proving ground 
for new instruments of war. 

Travel there is ferbidden, but 
rumors of vast instruments of 
destruction under test thrive in 
cities over the border. 

Five historic Scots regiments are 
turning out newly-trained bat- 
falions. To the young Scot farmer 
if Caithness, or clerk in Edin- 
burgh, there is no group of regi- 
ments more valued than these: -The 
Argyll and Sutherland Highlanders, 
The Black Watch, The Cameron 
Highlanders, The Gordon High- 
landers and the Seaforth High- 
landers. Behind their skirling pipes 
marches the best blood in Scotland. 


‘ SUPPORTING ARMS 


These and lowland regiments are 
backed by a steadily increasing 
artillery establishment, some of the 
best of the British heavy bombers 
and a small but highly efficient 
patrol unit of fighter and recon- 
Naissdnce aircraft which sweep the 
eastern coast daily and guard with 
the fleet air arm the all-important 
harbors of the Orkneys. 

The threat of full-scale invasion 
fs not as great here in the north as 
in the south. Experts.agree that 
ability to support invasion with 
fighter aircraft is a must of German 
invasion, Scotland is 230 miles 
from the Norwegian coasi's biggest 
airfields and Royal Air Force 
officers agree this is too far ‘for 
effective fighter support. 

But a real danger to the Scot- 
tish people would be a series of 
sharp raids with which Germany 
would seek to divert Britain from 


the main job of protecting the 
Midlands and London. 
As a defence against this, the 


Scottish command has emphasized 
mobility. The defensive divisions 
are all motorized, the artillery, 
except that in fixed defences, is 
driven north and south and east and 
west in constant exercises and 
tanks have moved down the streets 
of tiny fishing villages. 


MOBILE GUERILLA FORCE

Italians Suffer 
Heavy War Losses 


ROME, July 10.—(AP)—Italian 
war losses have reached a total of 
at least 255,361 men in about 13 
months of war, the government re- 
ported Wednesday with the an- 
nouncement of 10,286 casualties 
tallied for June. 

The June total does not include 
|losses in East Africa because they 
|have not yet been determined. 

In the grand total the largest 
number, most of them prisoners 
of war, were 176,466 listed as' 
missing; 23,085 were killed and 
56,810 were wounded. 

The June figures of 886 dead, 
1,193 wounded, and 8,207 missing in- 
clude some from earlier months 
which had not been reported, and 
are divided as follows: 

Greek-Albanian - Yugoslav fronts 
—dead, 463; wounded, 630. North 
Africa—dead, 319; wounded, 364; 
missing, 7,852. 

The navy reported 64 dead, 169 
wounded and 299 missing; the air 
force, 39 dead, 30 wounded and 56 
missing.

Survey Being Made to 
Determine Cost of Milk 


Production in Alberta

* A survey is being made at the request of milk and cream 
producers in Alberta to determine the cost of milk produc- 
tion, the variations in cost and the reasorf for the variations, 
The survey is being jointly conducted by the Dominion De- 
partment of Agriculture, the Board of Public Utility Com- 
missioners and the Department of Political Economy of the 
University of Alberta. Se RRC. CERN CT oa 

The study started on June the 
Ist, 1939, and the first account 


oe 


books were closed on June the Ist, 
1940, There were four groups of 
shippers in this study. They in- 
cluded 47 whole milk shippers, 51 


inspected cream shippers, 108 
churning cream shippers, 30 
cheese milk shippers and four 


other mixed shippers. The analys's, 
which should be of interest to all 
prairie farmers, was compiled 
from the account books of 240 
shippers, . 

Considerable variations in results | 
were obtained from the survey. For 
instance, in the whole milk area the 
average cost per pound of butter fat | 
was 49 point four cents, the lowest 
cost was 35 cents and the highest 
was 73 cents. 


MEASURE USED 

Considering the farm as a whole, 
e measure used for income was 
the operator’s labor earnings. This 
figure represents what is left for the 
operator's labor and management 
after all expenses have been de- 
ducted and interest at five percent 
on invested capital written off. The 
average operator's labor earnings 
were $874, the low was minus 
one thousand and eighty-six dollars 
—or one thousand and eighty-six 
dollars less than meeting farm cx- 
penses and high was $4,983. Losses 
like former, are o,f course, met by 
deferring legitimate expenses such 
as family labor time, depreciation 
on buildings and interest on capital. 
The number of years an operator 
can continue to do this is limited, 
however, 

The before-mentioned variations 
in results obtained are found to be 
tied up with certain distinct factors 
which might be classified under five 
headings. They are: 

One—Live stock efficiency, This 
generally is measured by produc- 
tion per cow or by live stock index, 
which expresses the return per 
animal unit on all stock as a per- 
centage of the average. 

Two—Crop yields. This is meas- 
ured by an index also expressing 
the crop yields as a percentage of 
the average. 

Three—Labor efficiency—this is 
measured by the hours per pound of 
butter fat produced. To measure the 
Output per mar, of the farm as a 
whole, cash receipts per man were 
used. 

Four—Capital efficiency. This 
usually is called the rate of turn- 
over in the business world. It is 
measured by years of cash receipts 
to equal investment or capital. 

Five—Business size or .scale of 
operations, The first four factors 
are found to have approximately 
equal effect on the operator's labor 
earnings The fifth factor, namely 
size, depends for its effect on the 
first four, Both the'highest and the 
lowest incomes are usually found 
in farms above average in size 
Whether they have. high or low in- 
comes depends on the first four fac- 
tors—and how high or how low de- 
pends to quite an extent on size. 


AVERAGE LABOR EARNING 

The five farms which were low 
On all five of the factors mentioned 
had an average labor earning of 
sixty-three dollars for the whole 
milk group, Those high in all five 
factors had an average labor earn- 
ing of two-thousand, 485 dollars, 

While the figures are slightly dif- 
ferent for the inspected cream, 
churning cream and cheese milk 
groups, the effect of the factor on 
income on operator's labor earnings 
are similar.

U.S. Ready To 
Sponsor Wheat 
Marketing Plan 


WASHINGTON, July 10—(AP) 
—The United States was reported 
ready today to sponser an inter- 
national agreement as the mest 
practical method for controlling 
the production and marketing of 
the western hemisphere's wheat 
or other farm crops. 

A proposal for such an agree- 
ment on wheat, it was said, has 

been prepared for submission to the 
conference of major whea® surplus 
countries which opened today un- 
der auspices of the state depart- 
ment. Canada, Argentina, Austra- 
lia and the United States were 
represented at the conference as the 
big surplus wheat producing coun- 
tries, and the United Kingdom par- 
ticipated as a major importing 
country. 


SAID MORE FEASIBLE 

The United States, authoritative 
sources reported, had decided that 
an international agreement—similar 
to those which have been successful 
in tin, rubber and coffee—offered a 
more feasible approach to the sur- 
plus problem than the recently 
publicized cartel plan. 

The cartel plan was suggested 
in high administration quarters 
several months ago, but has since 
been abandoned. Under that pro- 
posal, a huge organization, largely 
financed by this country, would 
purchase hemisphere surpluses 
and handle all negotiations with 
nations seeking such supplies. 
American sources said the cartel 

plan had been laid aside largely 
because there had been no clear 
indication that the other western 
hemisphere countries wished to 
market their surpluses through such 
a central organization 


DIVIDE MARKETS 


An international agreement along 
the lines to be advocated by this 
country would provide for an 
“equitable” division of the avail- 
able world export markets among 
surplus-producing countries, a pro- 
duction contro] program in each of 
the surplus countries patterned 
after the American Agricultural 
Adjustment Administration plan, 
and an “ever-normal-granary” re- 
serve supply in each country for 
use in event of crop failure, 

Advocates contend that an 
agreement would eliminate “cut- 
throat” competition in world mar- 
kets and enable the surplus coun- 
tries te share equitably in those 
markets at prices which would 
return 8 fair profit to producers, 

American representatives at the 
conference were also expected to 
suggest a plan under which west- 
ern hemisphere countries needing 
wheat might exchange other sur- 
plus crops for bread grain. Com- 
modities so acquired would be dis- 
tributed through relief programs 
designed to expand consumption of 
surpluses among low-income groups

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Back To Louis? 


Marshal Petain has instructed his 
drafting committee to draw up a con- 
stitution putting France back under a 
feudal system. The scheme is essen- 
tially the same as the system the French 
ended in blood and chaos a hundred and 
sixty years ago. A ‘small number” 
would advise, ‘a few’ command, and 
“the chiefs” do the governing. 

Appropriately the first step in this 
attempted restoration of autocracy is 
to be the abolition of manhood suffrage. 
That is at least logical, and obviously 
necessary. Irresponsible government 
cannot exist where the governed are al- 
lowed to vote. The Marshal foresees 
that the French voters would make 
short work of his totalitarian set-up; 
wherefore they:are to be deprived of 
voting power. With the exception of 
those whom the “chiefs” can trust to 
vote as they are told. 

The pattern of course is that of a 
“corporate” state, such as Nazi Ger- 
many or Fascist Italy or Soviet Russia. 
Thé plan runs true to the model. Under 
it the individual is to be a political non- 
entity, the state everything, and the 
dominant clique the state. History is to 
be nullified, political evolution put in 
reverse, and the days of Louis XVI 
brought back in the French republic of 
the 20th century. 

- Perhaps. The main problem of the 
drafting committee, the Marshal thinks, 
is to “replace a sovereign people exer- 
cising absolute rights” by a people bow- 
ing to irresponsible authority. How- 
ever the hand-picked committee may 
get along devising plans to that end, the 
real “problem” will confront those who 
try to make free Frenchmen = swallow 
this balderdash and accept the status 
of serfs. 


The Third Week 


Unless Russian reports are sheer fic- 
tion, the third week of his new war is 
not going as well for the Fuehrer's 
forces as the second, and that was none 
foo good. Last week they did make 
some gains, though not remarkable. 
This week, Moscow says, they are get- 
ting ahead nowhere, falling back in the 
south, and digging themselves in on one 


“northern sector; with the Red army at- 


tacking furiously all along the line. 
These claims have not been denied 
in German communiques. Nor have 


these made counter-claims of corres- 


ponding importance. This is next to 


official admission that what Moscow 
says is substantially in line with the | 


facts. Berlin has never been silent 
when an enemy claim could be denied, 
or off-set by news of a Nazi victory 
somewhere, real or manufactured. 

This again may be “according to 
schedule”. If so, the schedule has bs 
revised since the world was given a 
glimpse of it at the outbreak of hostili- 
ties. Then “authoritative” statements 
at Berlin indicated six weeks as al] the 
time that would be needed to fold up 
the Red army and bring Russia and all 
its resources into the Axis “orbit”. A 
Russian counter-offensive in the third 
‘week of the fighting was something the 
schedule-makers hadn't then thought 
about. 

Predictions are unstable things, but 
that the Russians have held out so long 
and done so well is strong evidence that 
they may be able to hold out indefinite- 
ly. The close of each day's fighting 
finds both sides weaker than when it 
began, in planes, tanks, guns and men. 
The Nazis may be better able than the 
Russians for the time to stand the loss 
of machines; but not of men. 

And the R.A.F. bombers in blowing 
German munitions factories to pieces 
are cutting down the numbers of ma- 
chines the Nazis have and wil! have for 
use on the Russian front and elsewhere. 
This systematic destruction of German 
productive capacity is of more help to 
the Russians than a British army would 
be. At the lowest computation, 
every Nazi tank or plane the Russians 


amash, the R.A.F. is cutting down pro- 


ductive capacity enough to replace it. 


Iceland A Precedent 


In his message to congress President

why not any other base which seems 
liable to seizure and use as a jumping- 
off place for attacks upon the 
Americas? 

The Azores, the Canary islands, the 
Cape Verde islands, are all favorably 
situated for such use. They are owned 
by countries either favorable to the 
Axis or incapable of protecting them 
against attack. Quite plainly those are 
islands which comé into the class of 
strategic bases which cannot be allowed 
to fall into Axis occupation. 


Dakar is another, and more import- 
ant than these island groups. It is lo- 
cated on the western tip of Africa and 
is the spring-board for airplane flights 
between Europe and South America. 
It is a French possession under contro 
of Vichy—which means’ the Axis 
powers can obtain consent for its use 
for the asking. It is significant that 
Vichy has just turned over to Germany 
100,000 Spanish refugees who sought 
safety in France during the civil war 
in their own country. These are being 
shipped off to North Africa to speed 
construction of the projected railway 
across the Sahara desert to Dakar. 
Germany isn’t pushing the building of 
that railway just to open up the coun- 
try or run tourist excursions. 


The occupation of Iceland, and the 
general policy laid down in that con- 
nection suggest that when the rail- 
way-builders get to Dakar they may 
find a welcoming committee of United 
And 
equally that any sign of Axis intent 
to grab and use the island groups off 
the African coast will lead to action 
similar to that taken in the far north. 


The latent hostility between Peru 
and Ecuador has flamed into war, over 
a strip of territory claimed by both. 
Like the Gran Chaco, perpetual bone of 
contention between Paraguay and Boli- 
via, the territory may be valued more 
for sentimental than material reasons. 
Coming so soon after the South Ameri- 
can republics have been attesting their 
desire for internal peace, this flare-up 
arouses some suspicion that it is the 
work of Axis agents, anxious to keep 
dissension alive and prevent a solid 
front forming against Hitler plans to 
gain a foothold in the continent. Ag- 
gressors like to see their intended viec- 
tims fight each other.

Even in’the larger hotels it 
is almost impossible to find anyone who 


| can speak English, French, or German.

and he was a cheery little chap. He hated

I left the bar and wondered what there 
was about Lisbon that was so deadening, 
so stupefying. I looked out of my window 
and the city was ablaze with light and 
automobile horns were tooting madly and 
pedlars were out in the square with 
brightly decorated pushcarts and street 
hawkers with shrill voices were selling 
lottery tickets. 

Unwholesome Fear 

I pictured London. It would be pitch- 
black now and I wouldn't have been able 
to look out of my hotel] window with my 
light on.

And yet, standing there in Lisbon, I 
wished I were back in London. There 
was something unwholesome about Lisbon.

Britain will yet invade Germany. It is 
wrong to criticise Mr. Churchill for refus- 
ing to rush headlong into a situation that 
no one can yet fully understand. 


War Needs First 


Up to the present time Canada’s eco- 
nomie forces have been adequate to supe 
port a parallel expansion in the output of 
both war materials and consumers’ goods 
but indications that industry may not be 
able to do so much longer are rapidly mul- 


tiplying. War production must be al- 
lowed to forge ahead at the expense of 
all other enterprise or interest and, if 
necessary, the latter must be held in check 
by a rigid and all inclusive system of con- 
trols and priorities. A state of affairs in 
which producers of non-essentials are in 
a position to compete with those of muni- 
tions and military supplies for the factors 
of production could very well stiltify Can- 
ada’s whole war effort by overtaxing the 
country’s productive capacity. 

Faced with a situation involving nearby 
shortages of labour, productive facilities 
and raw material supplies, any influences 
making for increased prices must be exe 
amined most carefully. In this connection, 
recent agitation by individual labour 
groups for substantial increases in wage 
rates is a disquieting note. Industrial 
workers at the present time occupy a rela- 
tively favourable position as compared 
with other classes of wage-earners and 
salaried employees, but attempts further 
to improve this position at the expense of 
other groups must be considered unreason- 
able, as well as short-sighted. Wage in- 
creases will cause further increases in 
prices, lead to a spiral of inflation and

Navy Patrol fs 


Told To “Shoot” 
Knox Indicates 


By RICHARD L. TURNER 

WASHINGTON, July 10.—(AP) 
—Navy Secretary Frank Knox 
strengly indicated Wednesday 
that American naval vessels pat- 
relling the Atlantic had been or- 
dered to shoot if necessary to in- 
sure the safety of communications 
between the United States and all 
Strategic outposts. 

The White House made’ known 
that a communication had been re- 
ceived from Winston Churchill ex- 
pressing concern over an announce- 
ment last Thursday by Senator Bur- 
ton Wheeler (Dem., Mont.), an op- 
ponent of the President's foreign 
Policy, that Iceland would be oc- 
cupied. Mr. Churchill said that 
lives might have been jeopardized 
by the disclosure. 


WHEELER'S ATTITUDE 

Wheeler said when questioned 
that the United Stat@s is still a 
democracy. He told reporters he 
resented criticism from Mr. Church. 
ill, or “others of the British ruling 
class,” and asserted he had every 
right to reveal information coming 
to him concerning these “moves to- 
ward war.” 

Then he flung out a challenge to 
President Roosevelt to come to 
Congress and ask a declaration of 
war if he wants one. “If Congress 
votes such a request down,” he said, 
“then we all should be united for 
peace. If Congress should, in a con- 
stitutional way, declare war, then 
we should stand united to win the 
war.” ' 


Knox declined to speak directly on| 
the question of the Atlantic patrol 
having been given orders to shoot. 
With apparent purpose, however, 
he left little doubt in the minds of 
his interviewers. 

It started with a reference to & 
passage in Mr. Roosevelt's mes- 
sage to Congress announcing the 
occupation of Iceland. In this 
Mr, Reosevelt said he had ordered 
the navy to take all necessary 
steps to keep the approaches be- 
tween the United States and 
strategic outpests “open and free 
of all hostile activity.” 

“If the navy has, to shoot to do 
what the president says, will it 
shoot?” a reporter asked. 

Knox referred to the passage con- 
taining the Words “all necessary 
steps” and said that seemed to cover 
the question. 

When a reporter asked the mean- 
ing of “hostile activity,” he replied: 

“You know what it means.”

Mies Margaret Magee of 
Toronto Is City 
Visitor 


DMONTON is honored today in 

having as g visitor charming 
Miss Margaret Magee, of Toronto, 
Ph.D,, associate regent of the col- 
lege of regents of the Women of the 
Moose, Misg Magee is in the city 
for the purpose of discussing lodge 
work and war activities with mem- 
bers here. Miss Magee arrived in 
Edmonton on Wednesday evening, 
after attending the northwest con- 
ference of Moose Women held in 
Vancouver last week. 


In an interview with a Bulletin 
reporter on Thursday morning, Miss 
Magee spoke of the work being done 
by the Women of the Moose. Main 
Objective of the lodges is the sup- 
port of “Mooseleart’, a home for 
children of departed members sit- 
uated about forty miles out of 
Chicago. . 

In speaking of the work done in 
Mooseheart, Miss Magec, could not 
find enough superlatives, It is 
rather like a chiic’s city. Here help- 
less mothers and children are cared 
for. Children are given high school 
education and téught trades. Each 
child is treated as an individual, al- 
lowed to choose his or her own 
clothes, keeps his own room and is 
taught to be a true citizen. The 
home is rather on the lines of well- 
known Boys Town. Children from 
Canada and the United States are 
welcomed. A mother and child are 
never separated, 

Another project of the Moose 
Lodges is Moosehaven, a town for 
the aged of Canada and the United 
States. This is situated in Florida. 
Here, elderly Moose membzis who 
are no longer abie to fend for them- 
selves are carea for. 


WAR WORK 


Speaking of the war work being 
done ‘by the Mocse women in Can- 
ada, Miss Magee said that many 


| Many tons of clothing had been sent 


overseas to aid bombed out Moose 
members and their children, That 
of the clothing that was not used 
for Moose members, is forwarded to 
young evacuees. 

Women in lodges all over Canada 
are doing knitting and sewing, 
which they send to Toronto, and 
which is then sent on to Great 
Britain. 

Recently a fund has been started, 
the “British Moose Relief Fund", for 
the purpose of :clieving the British 
government in helping to. re-estab- 
lish homes that have been damaged 
by bombs. To date, the sum of $2,@ 
has been raised for this fund, and 
sent overseas. Objective is $25,000.

Lady Moira predicted a great many 
of her 68 coupons would go for 
wool because she Uses a great deal 
“not only for knitting for the fam- 
ily bu! also for making clothes for 
bombed-out people.” ~

She takes a two-hour 
nao right after lunch end always 
goes to bed at 7 o'clock at night 
For the last few weeks she has not 
gone to sleep but has played and 
talked fo herself until 8:30 to 9 
o'clock. She now keeps calling tu 
us for bathroom attention and if we 
don't go to her immediately she 
wets the bed. 

“This is becoming a regular habit 
and is, I feel, her way of getting 
attention. She still wakes at 7 a.m. 
No matter how late she falls asleep. 

“She loves to nlay with her Daddy 
and her toys, and I suppose she 

wants to stay un long?r. Her Daddy 
is very co-operative and feels thai 
she should be asleep earlier.” 

It is porsib!e that if she slept only 
one hour in daytime and was awak- 
ened gently at the end of that time, 
she might be sleepier at her present 
regular bedtime.
